"If you love children, you should be foster par¬ 
ents", so say Manuel and Phyllis Armas, foster par¬ 
ents to 10 children over the past 9 years. The Armas 
live at 255 Sunset Avenue, San Jose, with their own 
8 month old baby, Cecilia, and their 3 foster sons. 
Mr. Armas is self-employed at the Alley Tune-Up & 
Electric Garage, 1948 Alum Rock Avenue. 

Phyllis and Manuel were young for foster parents - 
she was only 21 when they were first licensed - and 
"real romantic" about the whole thing, Mrs. Armas 
recalls. "We came down to earth in a hurry, though. 

It is hard work - lost sleep, diapering, washing. He 
recalls. "We came down to earth in a hurry, though. 
It is hard work - lost sleep, diapering, washing, cle¬ 
aning, but if you love children, it is very gratify¬ 
ing. " 

What is the secret to success with children? " The 
greatest formula on earth is love - that's all!" dec¬ 
lares Mrs. Armas. "You try to figure out how to reach 
a child. Loving him makes him feel secure. Eating 
together at the table is something foster children en¬ 
joy especially. It gives them a sense of unity they 
have never known before." 

Though young parents, Phyllis and Manuel have 
found that a teen-ager fits into their family very well. 
"Teen-agers are a hard little crop to raise nowadays. 
Everything moves so fast, we try to teach children 
that they must be responsible for their own actions." 

One great help to the Armas' as foster parents is 
the church, in which the whole family is active. 

" Teenagers aren' t settled down with you if they 
are too polite, " warned Mrs. Armas. " If they are 
happy, they have to grumble some." 

When asked what she considers the most important 
single element for a successful foster home, Mrs. Ar¬ 
mas' reply is, "The foster father is the greatest ele¬ 
ment there. He plays the greatest part in influencing 
the children, especially the boys. A boy sees in the 
foster father a man who is kind and patient and help¬ 
ful." 

With foster children you "act as if they are yours 
in giving to them. " 

When they finally leave to go to their own family 
you "feel you have given them something they will 
keep forever." 

Phyllis and Manuel Armas feel much richer for 
having given so freely to homeless children. To learn 
more about the Licensing process and board rates for 
foster children, call the Welfare Dept.:
